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Threshing in Full 
Swing 


GRAIN SHIPMENTS 
COMMENCED 
few weeks of ideal 
summer weather have made the 
farmers smile. They have been 
able to go right along with their 
cutting from beginning to end with 
hardly an interruption, and some ot 
the threshing outfits have been at 

work now for two weeks past. 

The grain is grading up very 
well, and buyers state that the wheat 
will average number 2, and that 
there will be lots of number 1 
among it. The barley threshed so 
far is of very good quality also. 

The yields of ajl grains are good 
this year generally, and two crops 
that have registered 100 bush- 
els of oats per acre have already 
been recorded. These are on farms 
of Messrs Fulgar and Kilde, near 
Cheadle. Mr Hickle, in the same 
district is said to have threshed 
barley that averaged 65 bnshels to 
the acre. 

Grain{shipment has been going 
on since last week. Up to date 
about ten cars have been shipped 
from Strathmore, but Cheadle and 
Namaka have done better than that, 
one of the elevators at Cheadle 
recieving as many as 8o loads in one 
day, At Cheadle some farmers are 
drawing their grain direct from the 
thresher to the elevator. 

Barley prices have improved con- 
siderably in the last two weeks, 
while wheat ‘s slightly down, and 
oats about the same as_ before. 
The U., S. tariff on Canadian grain 
will come down shortly, and this 
should have a tendency to improve 
prices, both for barley and oats, as 
there is stated to be a considerable 
crop in the 
States. Prices on wheat, however 
are low this year in the States. 

There does not seem to be any 
exceptional difficulty in securing 
laborers, the supply and the de- 
mand being about equal. 

On Wednesday night there was 
a shower of rain, but ‘a high wind 
the following morning dried the 
grain, and threshing was not much 
interrupred, There have been 
slight frosts at night during the past

ten days, but these will not have 
any effect on the quality of the 
grain.

DETECTING ICEBERGS AT SEA | 


is me Wonderful Inventions to Prevent | 
| Oc.an Disasters 
| Since the te-rible Titanic aisaster, 
scientists and engi~ ers have been de- 
| voting much time ind meaas by 
Pedic ship: may dete. the vicinity of 
icebergs. The old method consisted of 
lowering a ther »meter into the wa- 
ter when the iceberg zone w.s being 
approached, the distance of the ice- 
bergs being j dged according to the 
s mperaturs of the water in the vicin- 
ty. 

Since the increase in the speed of 
big liners, however, th ; method has 
been found to be quite inadequate, be- 
ing neither safe, quick nor ac -urate 
| One of the most reliable inventions 
for detecting icebergs at sea scems to 
be that of Dr. Coplans of the Univer- 
sity of Leeds, who has invented an ap- 
Paratus which detects the p esence of 
icebergs by giving readings of the sa- 
line contents of the water. The near- 
er an iceberg is to the ship the less is 
the amount of salt in solution in the 
water. In conjunction with the Unit- 
ed States ad Canadian Governments 
Dr. Coplans has been errrying out a 
eries of experiments on these lines 
| which are expected to have most im- 
portant results, and whic. should do 
much towards rendering impossible 
such disasters as that aich o ertook 
the illfated Titanic.

It is a curious fact, by the « 
regard to thi: instrument, tha. when 
in feeberg is betug an». oachca the in- 
strument actually records . rise in 
temperature, this. however. b ‘ng fol- 
lowed by a rapid fall. The explana- 
tion is that the water vom a melting 
jeeberg, leaving the berg at its cold- 
est, gradually travels outward and be- 
comes warmed by the absorption of 
heat from the sun. 

Submarine signalling, too, for the 
prevention of disasters in foggy wea- 
ther, is also being closely studied by 
experts, for it is recognized that there 
is much roo.n for improvement in the 
signalling apparatus used ¢ the pre- 
sent time on board ship. Fog-horns, 
sirens, and other apparatus used for 
sending sound through the air to or 
from ships at sea are regarded as very 
unsatisfactory, and it is estimated that 
in ten years no fewer than 1,000 ves- 
sels were wrecked, resulting in the 
loss of 500 human lives, owing sclely 
}to aberratious of sound or o echoes 

The modern system of suymarine 
signalling consists of b lls sunk in a‘ 
least 20 feet of water, »9erated by elec- 
tricity or pneumatic or hydraulle pres- 
sure. It is said that a submarine bell 
can be nea.d at a greater distanc? 
than any fog-horn, siren, or an, other 
generally used air signal or device 
and it is recorded that one «! these 
bells was heard at a distance of from 
te tc fiftsen miles. 

The receiving apparatus i: very sim- 
ple, consisting of two cast-iron tanks, 
which are placed below the water-line 
{on either side of the ship's bows and 
in contact with the shell of the ship 
In each tank fs the microphone, which 
is connected by an electric telephone 
system and the bridge. There the na- 
vigating officer has suitabls recc'vers 
and switches Which enable him to lis- 
ten on either side of the ship. If he 
alters the course of the ship on heer 
ing the be!, so that the intensity of 
the sound is equal on both sides of the 
ship then the bell Nes straigt.. in front 
and according to the intensity of the 
various sounds he is able to avoid 
danger.

How The Easterner 
Sees It 


TORONTO STAR REPORTER 
VISITS NAMAKA COLONY 


The following is part of an article 
fiom the pen of Miss Betty Thornley, 


of the Toronto Daily Star, who 
some time ago paid a visit to 
Strathmore and district. In it she 


describes her interview with a York- 
shireman who is settled on ove of 
the ready-made farms at Namaka 
Colony, about two-and-a-half miles 
east of Strathmore: 

“You were asking about the 
ready-made farms,” said the father 
in his deliberate north country way. 
“The railroad sells land from $11 
up, according to location, and gives 
a man twenty years to pay in. 
They'll lend you $2,000 in farm 
buildings and fences and the rest of 
it, and give you the same tme. 
They'll even advance money for stock 
sometimes, though personally I 
believe a man should have muney 
enough for that himself. All the 
farms but one in this colony are 
taken up now—that makes thirteen 
of them—and I think | can say 
we're all succeeding.” 

Mr Yorkshire was a market gard- 
ener in the Old Land, and that’s 
more or less what he means to do 
io Alberta, adding to his stock, hogs 
and hens as additional money-mak- 
ers. 

“It doesn’t do to go all into 


grain,” he said slowly, ‘It you lose 
your crop, its a dead loss, And 
I've even heard of men with 


whole sections who had to live on 

~condensed milk, The mght way 
is to keep the animals on what you 
don’t need, and grow a mixed crop. 
We're making arrangements right 
now through the United Farmers of 
Alberta to sell our butter in Calgary 
at 3434 cents, The Consumer's 
League need us, and we need them, 
and I don’t see why they mightn’t 
find us a splendid market tor all our 
products.” 


Cc. P,. R. COLONIZING NOW 


> The C.P.R. has gone out of the 
‘ame of land-selling pure and 
Peri and has hoisted a colonizing 
sign instead, ‘lt pays them, " said 

a man who has lived tour years in 
the district. ‘*Every one of these 
settlers means seven or eight bun- 
dred dollars a year in freight, so it’s 
no charity for the company to treat 
them well. And I must say they do. 
They've never turned a man off yet 
who was making any kind of a try 
to get ahead, Of course, there are 
some folks who think they can sit 
on the front verandah with the 
gramophone and watch themselves 
into the millionaire class. They'd 
fail in the kingdon ol heaven, and 
Alberta’s not that by a long shot. 
There are a few farms in these 


ground.” 

The seven-million-acre irrigation 
block to the east and south-east of 
Calgary, in which the Namaka col- 
ony is located, is divided into three 
sections of which three million acres 
are in the West, with the head- 
quarters at Strathmore, and irriga- 
tion canals, 50 miles long, from the 
Bow straight to the farmer. Some 
seasons he may not need the water 
any more than we do down East 
need our two-thousand nest-eggs in 
the bank. But it’s an almighty 
nice kind of insurance if Jupiter 
Pluv. decides on a holiday. 

There is also a phone system 
throughout the district. and a dem- 
onstration farm at Strathmore 
where Martha and Mr Yorkshire 
may bring the problems they can’t 
solve and get the free advice of 
experts, 

Ready-made farms may be taken 
up by anybody with the requisite 
caso and experience and intention 
to cullivate that is demanded by the 
company. 


Fatality Near Gleichen 


MAT. McCANN KILLED 


As the result of an accident south 
of Gieichen on Tuesday morning, 
Mr Matthew McCann, son of Mr 
Robert McCann, Strathmore, died 
in Calgary Hospital less than twenty 
four hours afterwards, 

The deceased lett Gleichen on 
Tuesday morning with a load of 
lumber which he was taking to his 
farm south of the river, and two 
hours afterwards he was found ly- 
ing on the trail near the crossing of 
the river injured. He was con- 
veyed with all possible speed to 
Gleichen, where he was attended to 
by Dr Farquharson. It was realized 
that his condition was very serious, 
and his father was summoned from 
Strathmore, arriving in Mr W. W. 
Brown's auto. He was taken up to 
Calgary Hospital by train, but died 
shortly after arriving there. 

Drs Grabam and McEachern per- 
formed an operation to relieve a 
rupture of the bowels, although 
they held little hope of his recovery. 

When the doctors performed the 
operation they found his intestines 
crushed terribly ,and he lived only a 
few hours longer. 

The cause of the accident is sur- 
mised to be that the team got away 
trom him while going dowa the 
steep incline to the river, and that 
he was thrown forward. One of the 
wagon wheels passed over his body, 
breaking his arm, and also several 
ribs, and causing internal injuries 

The funeral took place on Friday 
at Calgary, and was attended by a 
large number of friends from 
Gleichen and Strathmore. 

Deceased was a well-hked and 
very popular young man, and a 
hard worker. The farm to which 
he was going when he met with the 
accident was one which he and his 
father purchased only last year, and 
he had Soo acres of fine crop on it. 
He was a member of Strathmore 
Lodge |. O. O. F., which was well 
represented at the funeral 

Much sympathy is being express- 
ed locally with his parents in the 
calamity that has befallen them. 
Matthew was their only surviving 
son, hisbrother having died about 
two years ago. His death is also 
mourned by his sister, Miss Pearl

Extensions on De- 
monstration Farm 


Dr J. G. Rutherford, direc’or 
of the Agricultural Branch of the 
C.P.R. Department of Natural 
Resources, visited the Demon- 
stration carm, Strathmore, on 
Saturday. 

While there he stated that the 
Company was planning to double 
the capacity of the Farm, espec- 
ially in the garden, dairy and 
poultry departments, and that 
work on this would be started 
next spring. They had a market 
for all they could raise here, and 
the enlargement of their capacity 
would enable them to take advan- 
tage of it. 

The Demonstration Farm at 
present is one of the largest in 
Western Canada in respect of 
equipment, and represents an 
investment of several hundred 
thousand dollars, At the present 
time work 1s in progress On a 
$7000 creamery, and a number 
ot improvements have been carri- 
ed out during the summer, includ- 
ing the erecting of two new two- 
storey dwelling houses, and the 


Dr Rutherford will be of great 
benefit to the town and district 
generally. The farm has been 
supplylng many ofthe farmers in 
the district with a market for their 
eggs and dairy produce, and the 
inceased equipment will enaole 
them to handle still more.
